American cavalrymen strike a 
hot 
trail which promises immediate cap­ 
tives, it was announced here by Ma* 
jor General Joseph Hickman, communa 
der of the Southern Department, U. S. 
A. 
Major General Dickman, who was in 
Marfa, today, inspecting the troops 
and equipment, considers the aviation 
equipment here insufficient and 
had 
asked that it be doubled. 
Only six 
planes are here co-operating with the 
American expedition which consists of 
300 mounted men and a pack train. 
It was made plain that the chase of 
the Mexican outlaws will not stop be­ 
cause of any pressure from the Mexi­ 
can authorities, but because the hunt 
would be regarded as hopeless unless 
the bandits are located within the next 
few days. 
“We cannot continue the search for­ 
ever,” said Major General Dickman. 
Unless we strike a very hot trail with­ 
in a short time our troops will come 
ut of Mexico. 
Major General Dickman expressed 
himself as completely satisfied with j 
the way the search has been conducted j 
and complimented Colonel George T. 
I^anghorne upon the disposition of 
hi8 troops. 
“Everything is being done that can ' 
he done,*' said Major General 
Hick­ 
man. 
“I cannot speak too highly of 


the way Colonel Langhorne is hand 
ling the situation. If it is possible to 
apprehend the outlaws I am sure Col­ 
onel Langhorne will get them. This 
post is amply equipped and I shall 
make no recommendations for an in­ 
crease in the number of troops 
or 
amount of equipment with the excep­ 
tion of the aviation outfit which I feel 
is not sufficient for the amount of pa* 
trolling done.” 
Six more airplanes are expected to 
arrive here upon recommendation of 
Major General Dickman. 
They will 
be used if needed; if not they will he 
held in reserve. 
While the exact location 
of 
the 
troops of the Eighth cavalry who are 
searching for the outlaws is a military 
secret it is known they have penetrat­ 
ed considerable distance into Mexico. 
This is revealed by the fact that a lamt 
ing field for the planes established in 
Mexico on Wednesday is at least 30 
miles from the border. 
Gasoline and 
supplies for the American machines 
are being rushed there from the bas® 
at Marfa to save the airmen the trou­ 
ble of making a trip back to the Unit­ 
ed States to replenish their fuel. 
Although the authorities in Mexico 
City apparently are opposed to the 
American expedition, the local Mexi­ 
can officials show no opposition and 
are 
giving assistance to the Ameri­ 
cans. 
Major General Dickman is expected 
to leave for San Antonia by way of 
Del Rio tonight. 


PRELIMINARY STEPS ARE TAKEN FOR 
DEVELOPMENT OF AMERICAN MARINE 


Washington, Aug. 22—Preliminary 
steps toward the determination of a 
definite marine dievelopmenf policy 
for the United States were tahen by 
tho commerce committee of the sen­ 
ate yesterday, when it considered two 
widely varying plans. 
The United States Shipping Board 
has presented a bill which would place 
the future development of the Ameri­ 
can merchant marine in the hands of 
the shipping board. 
This bill was 
drafted under the direction of Edward 
N. Hurley, former chairman. 
Senator Jones of Washington, chair­ 
man of the commerce committee, has 
introduced a bill which would restore 
the merchant marine to individual cit­ 
izens. 
Senator Jones’ bill declares 
‘that it is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the United States, until rates 
of ocean transportation becomes nor­ 
mal and generally competitive to place 
as practicable with American citizens 


i the operation of merchant seagoing 
vessels. The bill would authorize the 


I president to dispose of the ships built 
i under the emergency legislation 
to 
American citizens. 
The shipping board, would under its 
hill, maintain control of the merchant 
marine of the United States and would 
determine what ships were to be sold. 
Leases of ships by the board also is 
provided. The shipping board 
also 
wants legislation which would give 
priority to recorded mortagages on 
vessels over maritime, liens, except 
lienor for wages and salvage. 
It is 
maintained that this would offer better 
security for those who loan money anfl 
would stimulate ship building. 
Exhaustive hearings will be held by 
the 
commerce 
committee. Senator 
Jones stated today that the bills be­ 
fore the committee are merely to af­ 
ford a ‘basis for discussion'* and that 
the future policy “is still in a very 
indefinite state."

OWN RENT RATES 


Chicago, Aug. 22.—Introducing Max 
Baumgartner, of Chicago, 
landlord, 
who refuses to be classed as a profiteer 
and who is putting the question of 
rents for his apartments squarely up 
to his tenants—letting them fix their 
own rent rates—thereby {satisfying 
themselves and keeping him out of the 
profiteering class. 
'The following letter pent by Baum­ 
gartner to each of his tenants pre­ 
sents his solution to the high cost of 
living: 
“To my tenants: 
“Dear Sirs—Having gone over the 
matter carefully I have come to the 
conclusion that the premises you are 
living in do not return me a suffi­ 
cient income to insure me a fair re­ 
turn on my investment. 
“In order not to be called a profiteer 
I will not raise your rent, but have de­ 
cided to let the public decide what the 
flats are worth. 
“Therefore I wish to inform you 
that I want possession of the prem- 1 
ises not later than October I, 1919. In 
the meantime I shall invite bids from 
responsible flat seekers and intend to 
rent to the highest responsible bidder. 
I realize that this procedure is unus­ 
ual, but at present conditions are un­ 
usual, so I think it best for all con­ 
cerned to let the public set the price 
of flats. 
“In case you should not be one of 
the successful bidders I will pay for 
the removal of such coal as you have 
at present on 
hand, 
not 
to 
ex­ 
ceed $1 per ton.” 
Not a tenant has kicked so far on 
this offer, according to Baumgartner.

Under the name of the New Eng­ 
land Farm and Food Foundation, with 
ample funds which they themselves 
have already pledged, prominent in­ 
dustrial leaders propose to rehabilitate 
agriculture in the district by inject- j 
ing proper organization and distribu-1 
tion methods into the business of food | 
production. 
The waste of food products un­ 
der present systems, congestion of cer­ 
tain products in one market while 
other cenetrs are suffering from 
a I 
scarcity of the same article and hoard- ; 
ing by profiteers are the particular 
evils upon which the foundation will 
center its efforts. 
Co-operative buying will be intro­ 
duced and sustained by every possible 
means: every short cut between farm­ 
er and buyer will be utilized. 
The 
foundation will assist and 
reinforce 
the efforts of such bodies as already j 
exist along similar lines which in the 
past have been handicapped by lack 
of finances. 
The New England farm, according1 
to foundation’s .preliminary 
state­ 
ment, has lost out in competition with 
other centers are suffering from a 
scientific methods applied to farming. 
Farmers have not been able to obtain 
the necessary credit, aids and facili 


ties which are open to other forms of 
industry. 
The foundation intends to remove! 
these causes of the decline in agricut-1 
lure bv assisting the farmer to organ-1 
ize farmers’ exchanges and such oth-1 
er approved agencies as may he found 
expedient. 
Parallelling the scientific 
methods of standardizing now employ- , 
ed in almost every industry, the farm-! 
er is to be aided in education along j 
the lines of grading and standard­ 
izing the products of the farm.

eliminating long distance freight rates 
and the profit of the numerous go-be-, 
tweens who now handle farm products \ 
the 
Foundation 
hopes 
to 
make I 
the consumer’s dollar go much furtli-j 
er in the purchase of agricultural pro­ 
ducts. 
Another feature of the organization i 
is its plan to assist young men, where 
possible, to obtain an agricultural edu- i 
cation. By this and other means the 
Foundation expects to attain its ulti- 
timate object—the bringing back into I 
cultivation of the five million acres of J 
land in New England which are now j 
lying idle.

M arfa, Texas, Aug. 22.— Pursuit of 
the Mexican bandits who held up two 
arm y airm en for $15,000 ransom will 
he abandoned very soon unless th< 
American cavalrymen strike a

jor General Joseph Dickman, communa 
der of the Southern D epartm ent, U. S. 
A. 
M ajor General Dickman, who was in 
M arfa, today, inspecting the troops 
and equipment, considers the aviation 
equipment here insufficient and 
had 
asked th a t it be doubled. 
Only six 
planes are here co-operating with the 
American expedition which consists of 
HOO mounted men and a pack train. 
It w as made plain th a t the chase of 
the Mexican outlaws will not stop be­ 
cause of any pressure from the Mexi­ 
can authorities, but because the hunt 
would be regarded as hopeless unless 
the bandits are located within the next 
few days. 
“We cannot continue the search for­ 
ever," said M ajor General Dickman. 
Unless we strike a very hot trail w ith­ 
in a short time our troops will come 
ut of Mexico. 
M ajor General 
Dickman expressed 
himself as completely satisfied with 
the way the search has been conducted 
and complimented Colonel George T. 
Langhorne upon the diffposition of 
his troops. 
“ E verything is being done th a t can 
he done,*' said Major 
General 
Dick­ 
man. 
“ I cannot speak too highly of 


the way Colonel Langhorne is hand­ 
ling the situation. 
If it is possible to 
apprehend the outlaw’s I am sure C o l­ 
onel Langhorne will g et them. This 
post is amply equipped and I shall 
make no recommendations for an in­ 
crease in the number of troops 
or 
am ount of equipment with the excep­ 
tion of the aviation outfit which I feel 
is not sufficient for the am ount of pa­ 
trolling done." 
Six more airplanes are expected to 
arrive here upon recommendation of 
M ajor General Dickman. 
They wall 
be used if needed; if not they will he 
held in reserve. 
While the exact location 
of 
the 
troops of the Eighth cavalry who are 
searching for the outlaw’s is a m ilitary 
secret it is known they have pen etrat­ 
ed considerable distance into Mexico. 
This is revealed by the fact th a t a lanw 
ing field for the planes established in 
Mexico on Wednesday is a t least 30 
miles from the border. 
Gasoline and 
supplies for the American machines 
are being rushed there from the bass 
at M arfa to save the airm en the tro u ­ 
ble of making a trip back to the U nit­ 
ed S tates to replenish their fuel.

This bill was 
drafted under the direction of Edw ard 
N. Hurley, former chairman. 
Senator Jones of W ashington, chair­ 
man of the commerce committee, has 
introduced a bill which would restore 
the merchant marine to individual cit­ 
izens. 
Senator Jones’ lull declares 
‘that it is hereby declared to be the 
policy of the United States, until rates 
of ocean transportation becomes nor­ 
mal and generally competitive to place 
a s practicable with American citizens 


the operation of m erchant seagoing 
vessels. 
The bill would authorize th e 
president to dispose of the ships built 
under the em ergency legislation 
to 
American citizens. 
The shipping board, would under its 
bill, m aintain control of the m erchant 
marine of the United States and would 
determine w hat ships were to be sold. 
Leases of ships by the board also is 
provided. 
The shipping 
board 
also 
w ants legislation which would give 
priority to recorded m ortag ag es on 
vessels over m aritim e, liens, except 
lienor for w ages and salvage. 
It is 
maintained th a t this would offer better 
security for those who loan money an£ 
would stim ulate ship building.

“ In case you should not be one of 
the successful bidders I will pay for

tion methods into the business of food | 
production. 
The waste of food products u n ­ 
der present systems, congestion of cer­ 
tain products in one m arket while 
other cenetrs are suffering from 
a 
scarcity of the same article and hoard­ 
ing by profiteers a re the particular 
evils upon which the foundation will 
center its efforts. 
Co-operative buying will lie intro­ 
duced and sustained by every possible. 
m eans: every short cut between farm - j 
e r and buyer will be utilized. 
The 
foundation will assist and 
reinforce 
the efforts of such bodies as alread y; 
exist along sim ilar lines which in the 
past have been handicapped by la c k ; 
of finances. 
The New England farm , according 
to foundation’s p relim inary 
statA- ' 
m ent, has lost out in competition w ith 
other centers are suffering from a 
scientific methods applied to farm ing. 
F arm e rs have not been able to obtain 
the necessary credit, aids and facili 


ties which are open to other forms of 
industry. 
The foundation intends to remove 
these causes of the decline in agricul­ 
ture by assisting the farm er to org an­ 
ize farm ers' exchanges and such oth­ 
e r approved agencies as may he found 
expedient.
